DOMESTIC ARTS SCHOOL COST $500,000
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Potomac stone and colonial style' of architecture specified in plans for new bulldlnRs of National School of Domestic Arts and Scjences to
. be erected on Barber ostdtc at Wisconsin and Massachthi'-'lt- H avenues.

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Colonial Style of Architecture To
Be Followed in Massive New

Buildings .

On the site of the Tlarber estate, at
Wisconsin and Massachusetts avenues,
ground has been broken for the scries
of buildings of the National School of
Domestic Arts and Sciences.

Charles Francis Wood, a consulting
engineer of Washington, designed the
buildings, which are to cost about
S0O,O00. Between $250000 and N00.00O Is

to bo paid for tho land Mr. Wood Is to
bo a joint owner of tho school, with
Miss Mary Arllne Kurhorst, Its founder.

Tho buildings will be of tho colonial
or "seml-classlca- stylo of architec
ture, as followed by the Government In
Its new buildings. Tho main sclcnco
hall and administration building, to bo
one of tho most elaborate, will resemble
Memorial Continental Hall. This build- -

lnir will be 129 by 110 fronting on
Wisconsin avenue and It will enclose
a large opfcn court. This court Is to be
roofed oer with glass on Its floor levet
and beneath this will be an Indoor
swimming pool.

There will bo six dormitories, an In-
firmary, a principal's residence, a
poner-hous- a teahouse with a stage
In front of It, and an amphltheatir,
where thcro will be plays and school
oierclses.

Potomac stone will be employed. Tho
dormitories will resemble the Wash-
ington home at Mi. Vernon.
